EGULATION OF IMMIGRATION. 


not been materially decreased. The 
total number of immigrants arriving 
last year was 1,026,499. an increase 
over the preceding year of 213,629. 
There is perhaps no available method 
of ascertaining what proportion of 
tuese arrivals should be classed re- 
spectively as desirable and undesirable. 
But it is a fact not to be controverted 
that the number of undesirable immi- 
grants who succeed in getting into the 
country in spite of all restrictions is 
very large. 

It should be thoroughly understood 
that the policy of the United States is 
probably 


is not yet our shibboleth, though some 
would have it so. Opinions differ 
widely among the people of the United 
States as to just where we should draw 
the line in admitting immigrants from 
foreign lands. Some persons believe 
it would be best to throw down all re- 
strictions, and permit whoever will to 
come. Others hold that it would be 
best to shut out all immigrants. These 
are two unreasonable extremes of 
opinion. Between them, somewhere, 
lies the golden mean of good policy 
and common sense. 

Upon some points, however, there is 
an approximation to unanimity of 
opinion. The National Immigration 
Conference, which assembled in New 
York City early in the month of De- 
cember 1905, unanimously recom- 
mended, (1) that a fine of $100 be im- 
posed on steamship companies for 
every allen brought by such companies 
and subsequently rejected for any 
cause; (2) that increased air space be 
allowed for every passenger, so as to 
avoid the evils of overcrowding: (3) 
the éxclusion not only of idiots but of 
persons subject to classification as 
feeble-minded; (4) the exclusion of 
persons of enfeebled vitality, “whether 
such condition is due to defect, inhert- 
tance, disease, or advanced age; and 
(5) a preliminary examination of in- 
tending immigrants before they em- 
bark. 


Whatever views one may entertain 
on the subject of Immigration restric- 
tion in general, few will refuse to sub- 
scribe to the objects above stated. It 


is clear, however, that the most im- ...i, 


portant of the methods proposed is the 
last one—the preliminary examination 
of intending immigrants. Here is, in- 
deed, the crux of the whole question. 
If this plan can be faithfully and rigid- 
ly carried out, the immigration evils 
from which we have so long suffered 
will be in large part remedied. For 
these evils the great steamship — 
panies are chiefly responsible. They 
send their agents into all parts of Eu- 
rope with alluring tales of lite in 
America, and induce thousands of im- 
migrants to come to our shores whom 
we ought not to allow to set foot upon 
our soil. If these undesirables were 
not allowed to come here unless they 
could show properly indorsed certifi- 
cates of eligibility, we should be saved

A MONG MEN |

The naming of a single fossil after 
a man in Arizona has been thought 
important enough to put in an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch, but a Los An- 
geles scientist has found halt a dosen 
rare forms, some of which students 
say are of the greatest importance in 
the study of historical plant and ani- 
mal life and geology. 

The finder is Dr. Stephen Bowers, 
and his discoveries have been present- 
ed to the United States Geological 
Survey and the National Museum for 
identification. 
Among them is the “Cucullaea bow- 

nau, n prominent cretaceous bi- 
valve from the Santa Ana Mountains 
and from Bowers Cafion near Chats- 
worth. “Clypeaster bowersi” is a 
large fossil sea urchin, six inches in 
diameter, found by this explorer in 
San Diego county. Maeandra bowersi" 
is a beautiful ii coral, formed in 
the same place as the foregoing. Here 
the doctor also unearthed an old fos- 
efi coral reef some 1400 feet above the 
ocean, and extending, in its half dosen 
forms of coral, nearly ten miles. 

Near thé ocean, about twenty-five 
miles above Santa Monica, he obtained 
a large fossil shell of unknown ante- 
cedents The cataloguers have named 
it “Peden bowersi.” It is of very un- 
usual structure, and about six inches 
in diameter. 

“Ammonites bowersi” is a most re- 
markable fossil from the cretaceous 
deposits of the Santa Ana range. It 
ie allied to the Nautilus family, is

When we are authoritatively told 
that for every orphan child in the char- 
itable institutions of California there 
are half a dozen willing and 
anxious to adopt that child,, we are in- 
clined to hesitate between admiration 
for an unexampled display of benevo- 
lence and a suspicion that such benevo- 
lence may perhaps be diluted with mo- 
tives not wholly creditable. This ‘s 
actually the situation throughout the 


The problem of how to dispose of the 
child is not nearly 80 pressing as that 
other problem of how not to dispose of 
it, and while orphan children must un- 
questionably be disposed of in some 
way, the directors of benevolent insti- 
tutions are at their wits’ ends to dis- 
criminate between those who want the 
child for its own 
and far more numerous ones,

The third class is by far the largest 
of the three. It is made up of those 
who are looking for servants and who 
think that an orphan will be able to 
render services gratuitously that must 
otherwise be paid for. These people 
have little idea of doing anything for 
the child. They have a great idea that 
the child shall do something for them. 

Sometimes the child will get fair 
play, but there are plenty of persons 
who have no appreciation whatever of 
the rightful claims of the child for edu- 
cation for the moral growth that comes 
from love and for the. opportunities 
for self-developm nt along childlike 
lines. And then it transpires that after 
all the child can do very little. If it 
be sent to school there is not much 
time left for work, and then too, its 
clothes wear out and must be rep 
and so these children also find their 
way back to the institution.

Many pure food bills have been in- 
troduced and some passed by State 
legislatures; many have been offered 
to Congress, but all thus far seem 


objectionable. 

Jt bas seemed difficult for politicians 
to formulate a satisfactory bill that 
would protect the common people and 
yet avoid harm to honest makers and 
prevent endless trouble to retaiicrs. 
No government commission or officer 
has the right to fix “food standards” 
to define what the people shall and 
shall not eat, for what agrees with 
one may not agree with another, and 
such act would deprive the common 
citizen of his personal liberty. The

of his selling the food as it is repre- 
sented to him, which relieves the re- 
tafler of responsibility of the truth of 
the statement and throws it upon the 
maker, where it properly belongs. 

The remaining sections explain 
themselves.

A curious feature of California insti- 
tutional life is the existence of societ 
whose aim it is to take children from 
the orphanages and panes them in pri- 
vate homes. Mr. Pilisbury says these 
societies have not succeeded in winning 
the confidence of those in charge of 
the orphanages.

ON EACH PACKAGE THEREOF, | 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled: That every person, firm or cor- 
poration engaged in the manufacture, preparation or compounding of food 
for human consumption, shall print in plain view on each package theréof 
made by or for them shipped from any State or Territory, or the District of 
Columbia, a complete and accurate statement of all the ingredients thereof, 
defined by words in common use to describe said ingredients, together with 
the announcement that said statement is made by the authority of, and guar- 
anteed to be accurate by, the makers of such food, and the name and complete 
address of the makers shall be affixed thereto; all printed in plain type of a 
size not less than that known as eight-point, and in the English language. 

Sec. 2. That the covering of each and every package of manufactured, pre- 
pared or compounded foods shipped from any State, Territory or the District 
of Columbia, when the food in said package shall have been taken from a 
covering supplied by or for the makers and re-covered by or for the sellers, 
shall bear upon its face or within its enclosure an accurate copy of the state 
ment of ingredients and name of the makers which appeared upon the package 
or covering of said food as supplied by or for the makers thereof, printed in 
like manner as the statement of the makers was printed, and such statement 
shall also bear the name and address of the person, firm or corporation that re- 


Sec. 3. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to purposely, 
wilfully and maliciously remove, alter, obliterate or destroy such statement of 
ingredients appearing on packages of food, as provided in the preceding sec- 
tions, and any person or persons who shall violate this section shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not less than one 
month nor more than six months, or both, in the discretion of, the court. 

Sec. 4. That the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture 
shall procure, or cause to be procured from retail dealers, and analyze, or 
cause to be analyzed or examined, chemically, microscopically, or otherwise, | 
samples of all manufactured, prepared or compounded foods offered for sale 
in original, unbroken packages in the District of Columbia, in any Territory, 
or in any State other than that in which they shall have been respectively 
manufactured or otherwise produced, or from a foreign country, or intended 
for export to a foreign country. The Secretary of Agriculture shall make 
necessary rules and regulations for carrying out the provisions of this act, 
and is hereby authorized to employ such chemists, inspectors, clerks, laborers, 
and other employes, as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
act and to make such publication of the results of the examinations and 
analysis as he may deem proper. And any manufacturer, producer or dealer 
who shall refuse to supply, upon application and tender and full payment of 
the selling price samples of such articles of food to any person duly authorized 
by the Secretary of Agriculture to receive the same, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars, or imprisoned not exceeding one hundred days, or both. | 

Sec. 5. That any person, firm or corporation who shall violate sections 1 
and 2 of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be fined not exceeding two hundred dollars for the first offense end for each 
subsequent offense not exceeding three hundred dollars, to be imprisoned not 
exceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 6. That any person, firm or corporation, who. shall wilfully, pur- 
posely or maliciously change or add to the ingredients of any food, make false 
charges, or incorrect analysis, with the purpose of subjecting the makers of 
such foods to fine or imprisonment under this act, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding one thousand dollars 
nor less than three hundred dollars, or imprisoned for not less than thirty days
